For nation deſtroyed nation, and Cittie de- 
ſtroyed Cittic,and God troubled them with all maner 
of aduerlties. 

This ſtanding thus, and God remaining vnchange- 
able, I aſſure my ſelfe of all kingdomes (to whom the 
worde of God is ſcnt)this may be ſpoken. That they, 
Elias, I meane, the men like El;25:1oſua, Sammnel, Dauid, 
Daniel, and ſuch : whoſe delightes are in the law of 
the Lord are the Horſes and Chariots of akingdome. 
O noble Sir, I beſcech you therefore conſider well 
therof: and let thoſe gracious words of good king Aſa, 
whenten hundreth thouſand came againſt him : and 
thoſe of King biah,when eight hundreth thouſand 
came againſt him : and thoſe of 79ab the Captayne, 
whenthe Ammonites & Aramites came againſt Danid, 
be writ moſt ſure in your noble hart : that ſo they may 
proccede from your lippes, to the incouragement of 
the common ſort;whoſe hartes often faylein rumors of 
troubles. Iknow your Honorneedeth notto betaught, 
how Nobilitie giuen to the holy worde, muſt be the 
ſtrongeſt pillers ofthe Church. 1/-ae! through all ages 
ſo ſtoode firme : but otherwyle fell. 

Toſua being equall to a Prophet, conquered the land 
through his conſtancieand courage in diuinity.But af- 
ter him great contempt of Religion aroſe : wherefore 
much of their land againe they loſt:and greatly trou- 
bled was that ſtate, vntill the dayes of Samuel. For as 

they oftcnfell away,ſo the Lord often ſould them =

the handes of _—_ : whereby inthe cndethat ſtate 
became 1chaboa, no glory. For the glory of God the 
ſpace of ſeauen moneths departed from them : yer by

{etled in 1/#42/:and ſo by him, the ſtate was well helde 
vpall his dayes: who although he deſcended from re- 
bellious Corah, yet is he for Lewy a conquerer of better 
then Sichemites : and as he, ſo,or morc,did that noble 
and valiant Daxia, euen by diuinitic, recouer wholy 
the land firſt conquered by Joſua : and Davids title 1s 
not ſo cuident fora __ as it is for the pleaſantin 
ſongs to Iſrael. For to this day, moſt ſweete is the 
voyce of that ſweete ſinger, toall that rightly vnder- 
ſtand his tune. But he that ſhould vnderſtand him to 
the full, had need of the ſpirite of an Apoſtle. A true 
patterne indeed ( Right honorable)of true Nobilitic. 
But yet full ſoone was this true patterne loſt : where- 
vpon ten partes of that ſtately kingdome became in 
ſhort time, not onely 1zrac/ and Loruchama,but Loan- 
my alſo. For fulloften didthe Lord viſit them with the 
ſword, aſwell at home, deuouring one an other, as by 
the enemy abroad : andin the ende ſuffered them to 
be carryced quite away by the Kings of _1s/bur.

well of Wingfeilde, Lord Lonetoft of Worſoppe, Lord *Fur-
